While Sierra Madre might 
struggle along for another five 
years without an epidemic or crit¬ 
ical condition developing, it is 
stated by those in position to 
know, that this problem must bo 
met in time and unless we join 
the district now, we might not 
be able to get in at all, if trunk 
lines have not been made large 
enough to take care of this sec¬ 
tion. 

Also if. for instance, the city 
decides to join after 10 years, 
and can be accepted, we would 
have to nay the back yearlv taxes 
we would have paid each year 
had we joined 10 years earlier, 
plus interest, and we would then 
have to construct our own dis¬ 
posal plant, for which there is no 
suitable location and which would 
be almost prohibitive in cost.

GREAT INTEREST TAKEN IN NEW 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ACTIVITY 


Little did I know that when 
on the 16th of November, 1945, 
the telephone in my office rang, 

I should shortly become the 
owner of a valuable painting. 
That particular telephone call was 
a request of one of my clients 
to investigate a certain painting 
by one of the masters of the 
Dutch school of the 17th century, 
which was being offered for sale 
in a prominent auction room in 
Pasadena. While executing this 
request, I saw IT. And by IT 
I mean a little gem of antiquity 
on copper, in a beautiful frame. 
At first I thought it to be from 
the briffch of Correggio, for the 
chiaro-scuro in this picture re¬ 
minds me of this Italian master, 
hut I am now convinced that this 
little gem, for the outside meas¬ 
urements of the frame are only 
24x18 inches, has been executed 
by a Spaniard, who must have 
been either in Italy or studied, 
the Italian masters of his time. 

There are three lines of writing 
in the right-lower corner, of 
which the second one was the 
only one I was able to decyphor 
at the time of discovery It 
reads: "Cntholic Regis Philippi 

...” or translated “Of the Cath¬ 
olic King Philip.” A possessive 
sentence, most likely indicating 
that it was executed bv a painter 
in the employ, or in the time of 
the reign “Of the Catholic King j 
Philip.” 

Even if I could not have de- j 
ciphered ih'it second line of writ-1 
ing I still would have desired 
owning the pnintlng, for it quietly 
glowed there by its own light in 
such a fashion that T was fasci¬ 
nated by it and could hardly turn 
away from It, and the wait from 
the time of its discovery till 10 
p.m. Tuesday evening, November 
I 21, when the painting was put up 
f or s’lo, seemed nn eternity. This 
is all history now. for the paint¬ 
ing is now owned bv me. and T 
have tentatively established the 
fact that it has been painted by 
i.uis de Vargas (1502-1668), in 
the reign of Philip II, King of 
c liain. Now Philip was born Mav 
I °1, 1527, and became King of 

I Hnain in 1556. his father, Charles 
I V, having abdicated in 1555 to 
enter a monastery where he died 
j in 1558. Philin reigned from 1556 
until 1598 and as the painter de 
Vargas died in 1588, this pleture 
must have been executed between 
jthe years 1556 and 1568. 

When T removed the painting 
from its frame the third line of 
i 'writing became somewhat clenrer 
to me and T was able to clearly 
I decipher thp following: Pictor 

j L.Varg.s, so that now the 

second and last lines read as fol- 
| tows: Catholic! Regis Philippi.... 
j Pictor L. Varg.s 

Filling in the missing letters 
these last two lines would read: 

Cntholicl Regis Philippi. 

Pictor Lulsius de Vargas (facie- 
bat).

Cork is naturally proud of her 
churches, those monuments to a 
i Christian faith that reaches all 
| the way back in her history to 
i the Golden Days of St. Finn 
Barre and the birth of the town. 
Today, Cork honors the Saint’s 
name' with two cathedrals one 
Catholic, the other Protestant. 
Both are modern structures, built 
during the last century, though 
curiously enough it is the Protes¬ 
tant cathedral which now stands 
on the site of the ancient cathe¬ 
dral founded by St. Finn Barre 
himself. Other fine churches are 
about equal in number between j 
the two great branches of Chris¬ 
tianity -those of St. Mary, St. 
Peter and St. Paul. St. Patrick, 
Holy Trinity, and St. Vincent de 
Paul serve the Catholics, while 
the Protestants are served by j 
several others, including St. I 
Luke's, St. Nicholas, and St. Anne 
Shandon. The last named is small, 
rather austere and of perfect pro- 
nortions, in shape and simnlicity 
very like a New England country 
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trial age Belfast has far out¬ 
stripped Cork. 

In contrast to Cobh, the city 
of Cork gives one the impression 
of being comfortably busy and 
self-sustaining, its people moving 
along the solidly built main 
streets at a pace never hurried or 
worried, many of the women 
wearing the black shawls for 
which Cork is noted. The center 
of the city is on an island be¬ 
tween two branches of the river 
Lee, so that one sees much of 
flowing water, various types of 
boats and barges, and many peo¬ 
ple lounging along the well-built 
quays of cat limestone or leaning 
over the stone railings of the 
bridges, enjoying that ever-pleas- 
ant pastime of gazing into moving 
water. The public and commer¬ 
cial buildings, rarely more than 
four stories high, make up in 
solidity and good material what 
thev mav lack in daring or beau¬ 
tiful line. Of the many bridges 
over the two forks of the river 
Lee, nearly all are beautiful in 
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Can y t Stand Prosperity 

One of the toughest tests for human character, individually or 
mationally, is to stand prosperity. Some 20 years ago, the pub- 
Ushers of Liberty magazine offered a prize of $25,000 for a name 
tor the magazine. The man who suggested the name Liberty, and 
won the prize, was a solid, happy, industrious family man in mod¬ 
erate circumstances. 

The winner was envied by thousands of less fortunate contest¬ 
ants. A year or so later, however, some enterprising reporter 
checked up on the winner. The $25,000 windfall had proven a curse 
to the man and his family! They had altered their standard of 
living, had lost sound perspective on values—had spent the prize 
money unwisely, then lost what they had accumulated before win¬ 
ning it in trying to “live up” to their new level of prosperity. They 
had set a course of living beyond their means, and couldn’t stop. 
They wound up disillusioned, discontented—and broke. 

It might be a very good thing, from present indications, if the 
Congress and the California Legislature would take the experience 
of that m 3 n and his family to heart. The public treasuries of this 
Nation, State, national and local, have had tremendous windfalls in 
way of enormous war-time surpluses. The itch of officials to start 
spending these windfalls, willy-nilly, is disturbingly evident in many 
quarters. 

There is 700 million dollars in the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund. Thus the State is in excellent condition to weather the stresses 
of reconversion—provided prudence and foresight are exercised. 

Yet various local interests throughout the State are urging that 
90 millions of the Post-War Unemployment and Construction Fund 
be appropriated for immediate spending as soon as the Legislature 
is called into session again! And hundreds of war workers, when j 
laid off, have frankly passed up new jobs in the expectancy of en¬ 
joying a vacation paid for out of the Unemployment Insurance Fund. 

Why this hurry—this rush to spend? There may come a time, 
within the next few years—indeed, it is already widely predicted— 
when a slump will come in industry, and there will be real need of 
h backlog of public savings to provide State employment for many j 
of the jobless, temporarily, to prevent hardship. 

So why spend lavishly at this time, when many industries are j 
short of manpower for real production, for the creation of new j 
wealth and new jobs? Why deplete public savings on make-work 
jobs when there are many real-work jobs unfilled? Why inaugu¬ 
rate huge public construction programs when the Nation needs mil¬ 
lions of new homes to resolve the housing shortage?

He was a very religious man, 
and in his chamber were found 
after his death, scourges and in¬ 
struments of penance, and a cof¬ 
fin in which he was accustomed 
to lie down, and medidate upon 
death. 

Mateo Perez de Aleslo, an Ital¬ 
ian painter, and the creator of 
the gigantic painting of San Cris- 
toforo which is at the entrance 
of the Cathedral of Seville, is said 
to have exclaimed, when ho saw 
de Vargas, painting on one of the 
legs of a kneeling “Adam”: '‘Piu 
vale la tua gamba che tutto il 
mlo San Cristoforo" (Your leg is 
worth more than the whole of 
my Saint Christopher). This 
eulogy was well deserved, but of 
very little historic value, because 
Alosio painted his San Cristoforo 
in 1584, 26 years after the death 
of de Vargas.
